THE GETTYSBURG SPEECH 


Fourscore and seven years ago our fathers brought foitli 


on this continent a new nation, conceived in liberty, and dedi- 
cated to the proposition that all men are created equal. 


Now we are engaged in a great civil war, testing whether 


that nation, or any nation so conceived and so dedicated, cun 
long endure. We are met on a great battlefield of that war. 
We have come to dedicate a portion of that field as a final rest- 
ing-place for those who here gave their lives that that nation 
might live. It is altogether fitting and proper that we should 
do this. 


But, in a larger sense, we cannot dedicate—we cannot con- 


secrate—we cannot hallow—this ground. The brave men, liv- 
ing and dead, who struggled here, have consecrated it far 
above our poor power to add or detract. The world will little 
note nor long remember what we say here, but it can never for- 
get what they did here. It is for us, the living, rather, to be 
dedicated here to the unfinished work which they who fought 
here have thus far so nobly advanced. 


It,is rather for us to be here dedicated to the great task 


remaining Before, us^-that from these honored dead we take 
fficreaged devotion -to that cause for whicU they l\ere gave tho 
last'full measure of devotion; that we here highly "resolve that

Rubber Manufacturers and British 


Government Reach Agreement. 


New York, Feb. 11.—The terms of 


arrangement effected between Ameri- 
can rubber manufacturers and 
the 


British government under which th« 
latter consented to raise the embar- 
go on rubber from British posses- 
sions, which were briefly outlined by 
the British embassy, are given in de- 
tuil in a confidential communication 
sent out to the trade members of the 
Rubber Club of America and the Rub- 
l er Trade association of New York 
by the embargo committee of these 
organizations. 
This confidential com- 


munication v/as made public by tae 
German information service. 


George B. Hodgman, president of 


the Rubber Club of America 
and 


cLairman of the embargo committee, 
later verified the' text of the commu- 
nication, which includes the • results 
of the confefence between the British 
officials in London "and B. G. Work, 
president of the- B F. Goodrich com- 
pany of Akron, O., who went to Lon- 
don to' place the American rubber 
n.anufacturers' case before the Brit- 
ish government. 


"In general,'**' the 
communication 


says, "it is unquestionably the desire 
o' Sir Francis Hopwood, who is in 
charge, that everything- consistent 
•Kith the protection of British inter- 
ests shall be done for the.convenience 
of the American industry, and as rap- 
idly as the organization can be per- 
fected for handling it 
IE any part of 


the plan proves too cumbersome after 
trial, it is believe'd any reasonable re- 
lief can be secured." 


In this connection Mr. Hodgman 


said that the terms of the arrange- 
ment were highly satisfactory to the 
great majority o^ the American rub- 
ber manufaittirers. The communica- 
tion states that Sir Richard W. Craw- 
ford, with whom Mr. Work conferred 
ir London, has arrived in this coun- 
try and will "be attached to the British 
embassy as commercial attache 
"Tt 


will be a part of his duties," the let- 
ter goes on, "to deal with problems 
arising in connection with the rubber 
situation, and it ie promised that he 
will co-operate fully with this com 
mittee."

BY RAILROADS 


Get Permission to Meet Pan 


ama Canal Competition 


Washington, Feb. 11.—To meet new 


traffic conditions which have arisen 
with the opening of 
the Panama 


canal, the interstate commerce com- 
mission permitted 
transcontinental 


railroads to establish certain corumou- 
ity ratcD from eastern points to Pa- 
cific coast teiminals lower than thos* 
to intermediate points in intermouu 
tain territory. 


The order permits railroads to cat- 


rj carload freight trom Chicago, Buf- 
falo and New York to intermediate 
points 15, 25 and 35 cents higher thafl 
from Missouri rlvsr to the same des 
filiations, and less than carload coil 
modity rates 
from Chicago, Pitts- 


burgh and New York to intermediate 
points may exceed those from tut 
Missouri river to the sarna destina- 
tions by 25, 40 and 55 cents respec- 
tively. 


Carload rates on coal and pig iron 


may be less to the Pacific coast than 
to intermediate points, but the raU,a 
on such articles to the higher rate 1« 
termediate points must not exceed D 
nulls per ton mile. 


The decision was the second bis; 


victory for the railroads in their ar- 
real for relief from threatened finan 
cial difficulties. The commission rcc 
ognized tne revolutionary effects oi 
the Panama canal upon transporta 
tion, and declared "that the shrinkage 
of rates via the canal from New Yorh 
to San Francisco put the transconti 
nental carriers in serious straits."
